STORY OF A CRIME. 
The Murder of the Countess Von 
Gorlitz by Johann Stauff. 


- — 
— 


Too Poor to Marry, He Steals Her Jewels-»De- 
tected, He Chokes Her to Death=-His Con- 


fession and Subsequent Life in America. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, March7.—Word has reached this 
city of the recent death, in Chicago, of a German 
named Johannes Stauff, who formerly lived in 
New York under another name, and who had 


committed a great crime in his native land some 
The crime was the murder of the 


36 years ago. 
Countess Von Gorlitz and the at 
tempted murder of her husband, in whose 
service Stanff owas. The event created | 


a great sensation at the time in Germany, and the , 
story inlate years, when the criminal was par- | 


doned and exiled to America, has been retailed in 
many a German household on this side of the 
water. The Count Von Gorlitz, of Hesse Darm- 
stadt, was a weaithy nobleman, and Johannes 
Stauff, then 24 vears of age, was in his service as 
chamberlain. On the 13th day of June the Grand 
Duke, Lewis I1., gave a dinner of state to which 
Count Von Gorlitz was invited. When he return- 
ed home he visited 
THE APARTMENTS OF THE COUNTESS 

before retiring to hisown. He found both her 
chamber-doors locked,and, thinking she had gone 
out riding and had come back weary and had re- 
tired early, he went to his own rooms and was as- 
sisted to undress by Stauff. About half an hour 
after he was aroused by the cry 
of “fire.’ and rushing into the corridors 
found that the fire was in the direction 


of the countess’ chamber. The palace was 
. aroused, the doors were broken open andin the 
midst of smoke and fire his wife was found sit- 
ting ina chair with her heaadrestingon @ se¢re- 
taire. On her dress were marks of blood. The 
fire was soon extinguished and means were taken 
te revive the Countess, but in vain. She was 
dead. All efforts to unravel the mystery failed. 
Shortly after , 
A GREAT CRIME 
was committed in fashionable Parisian circles. 
The Duke de Prastin killed his wife and then poi- 
soned himself. This event, with other cireum- 
stances, directed suspicion to the Count Von Gor- 
litz as the author of his wife’s death. The popular 
feeling became so strong that he was arrested. 
The Count courted the fulles; investigation, but 
public feejing was suspicious that because he was 
a nobleman justice would miscarry. 
It was the beginning of a conse- 
celebre. Stauff still attendea upon 
his master. As subsequent disclosures proved he 
conceived the ingenious scheme, suggested by the 
Praslin tragedy, of killing the Count and making 
it appear that he had committed suic de in re- 
morse for the murder of his wife. Stauff put 
some poison in the gravy of one of the dishes 
while the Count was at dinner. He was detected 
in the act, was siezed and cast into prison. 
THE COUNT WAS ACQUITTED 
and his servant was placed in the dock in his 
stead. Jewels that had belonged to the Countess 
were found in the penne of Stauff’s father, 
and the old man and his other son were also ar- 
arrested. They were, however, liberated and 
proven entireiy guiltless, but by the testimony of 
Schiller and his wife Jobannes Stauff was found 
guilty in 1850, three years after the commission of 


the deed. Just beiore his conviction capi- 
tal punisnment was abolished and 
he was therefore sentenced to 


imprisonment for life and was incarcerated in the 
fortress of Marienschlosss. Stauff in prison pro- 
fessed great piety and repeatedly petitioned for his 
release alleging that he was innocent. At last he 
confessed. He acknowledged that he killed the 
Countess, bnt averred that it was not through 
premeditation. He had loved. he said, a young 
woman Who was also in the sérvice of the family, 
but 
HE WAS TOO POOR TO MARRY 
her. After waiting for some time,he saw only one 
way of page rich enough to enter into matri- 
mony. His opportunity was the State dinner 
given by the Grand Duke. Inthe absence of the 
master and many of the servants he made some 
pretext to enter the Countess’s chamber, where in 
a secretary she kept her jewelry. He was in the 
act of taking some of the valuables when the lady 
entered trom an_= adjoining room. She 
ran for the bell. He pursued her 
and struck her down. She struggled and rose, 
and again made for the bell. Stauff seized her by 
by the throat and choked herto death. He said 
he did not Know what he had done until the pur- 
yle hue came inte her face. In omg she cut her 
ode against a bureau. He hastily left the room 
and met Schiiler on the stairs, and further on his 
wife. But they did not suspect, Then he turned 
and locked the dead body inthe room. He went 
tothe ducal palace for his master; came home 
with him and helped himtoretire. Then he re- 
paired to 
THE CHAMBER OF DEATH, 
earriea the body into the room Where was the 
secretaire, putit inachair in such a positionas 
to make itappearas though the Countess had 
fallen asleep on the desk; took the least valuable 
of the jewels andthen set fire tothe chamber 
which he locked atter him. Some of the jewels 
he gave gave to his father to dispose, of 
the old man not knowing they belonged to the 
Countess. In 1872 several persons visiled his 
prison. interested themselves in behalt of the re- 
pentent convict, and he was _ released on condi- 
tion of quitting the country for America, When 
he arrived in New York he sought employment 
as a Cigar box maker, and found work. A_ itellow 
workman yesterday told the reporter that Stauff 
assumed the common name of Muller, the better 
10 sink his identity. When he first met Stauff 
about eight years ago he found that 
THE MURDERER HAD MARRIED 

and was leading a very quiet life. Stauff jolneda 
Bohemian lodge of the order of Odd Fellows, and 
for some years wes uniecoguized. One daya 
countryman newly arrived from Darmstadt en- 
tered the lodge. The gray beard of Stauff and 
some traces of old age didnot serve to hide from 
the eve of his former acquaintance the convicted 
murderer of the Countess Von Gortitz. 

Soon in the German quarter the news spread and 
the guilty man had to leave the city. Then it was 
found his wife had been the gir! for whom he had 
steeped his soul in sin, and who had not forgotten 
him and had followed him when liberated to a 
new land to share his fortunes. In Chicago he 
worked as an re Meaney 7 quile unknown untila 
former New York work-fellow visited the city and 
recognized him. The fact of his death was made 
Known by a private letter from an acquaintance 
in Chicago.

A Shakey Pool.

CHICAGO, March 7.—The officials of the roads 
which comprise what is known as the Chicago 
and Cincinnati passenger pool, held a_ lengthy 
meeting in this city. Questions at issue were 
discussed. This pool has been shaky for some 
time past. The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
not being satisfied with their per cent, and the 
Pittsburg. Cincinnati and St. Louis would as well 
like a larger per cent. Meantime the Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, St. Louis and Chicago claim they 
have the direct route between Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati, and are entitled to the lion’s share of the 
business. Itwas finally decided to continue the 
pool with the present per cents another month, 


when possibly the Chicago and Indianapolis Air

The Rose Polytechnic. 

TERRE HAvrtreE, InND., March 7.—The Rose Poly- 
technic Institute, endowed by the late Chauncey 
Rose, was formally opened to-day. An address 
by ex-Secretary of the Navy R. W. Thompson 
gave a history of the founder. Gen. John Eaton, 
United States Commissioner of Education, spoke 
and gave a history of polytechnic institutes, and 
the aims of this institution were set fortn in the 
inaugral address of the president, Charles 0. 
Thompson, late president of the Worcester 
(Mass.) Polytechnic. The attendance at the ex- 
ercises was very large, and this institution, with 
fully equipped works. laboratory, cabinets and 
library. stirts under the happiest auspices, with 
twenty-five students, selected after competitive 
examination yesterday, from a large number of 
applicants.

The Star Route Trial--Beginning of the De- 
fense--Capital Chatter-+Political News. 


Star Route Trial. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—The Star Route 
trial was resumed this morning. Ingersoll began 
the case for the defense, calling Hon. James B. 
Belford, of Colorado,to the withess-stand.He said 
he had represented the State in Congress, since it 
had been admitted to the Union; had travelled 
over nearly the wholeof the State, and was ac- 
quainted with its growth and development. The 
witness identified his signature to the petition 
upon one of the Colorado routes. Ingersoll was 
about to show that Belford had frequently called 
at the Post-office Department, and sought to 
have the mail facilities of his State increased; in 
other words, that the influence came from Co lo- 
rado. 

Merrick oer because the proposed inquiry 
apphed to the whole State, instead of a single 
route. If they went Into this evidence the prose- 
ecution would eall upon Hill to prove that he had 
been solicited by Belford to coéperate with him in 
securing increased mail service, and that he had 
declined. 

Ingersoll insisted that it was proper to show 
upon what representations and influences the In- 
crease had been made. The criminal law 
provided that if any lawful justification could be 
shown for an alleged criminal action, it must be 
assumed to be the motion that led to the action. 
They would show that witness called frequently 
at thedepartment and urged and dema nded an in- 


crease of mail facilities. The court 
said it would aliow the defense to 
show that the witness had used his 


influence with the department, but it would not 
go into any question of the general policy of the 
department. The examination was then resumed 
Witness said he had called many times(possible a 
hundred times) atthe postoffice department to urge 
upon the Second Assistant Postmaster-General a 
multiplicaiion of the mail service. From the mag- 
nitude of his business he could not remember a 
visit in connection with any _ particular 
route. The witness was asked to gtate 
what he had said to Brady regarding the needs of 
Colorado. The prosecution objected that this 
was touching upon the policy of the department. 
The court said It was not the policy but the needs 
of the country now proposed to be shown. The 
witness then said he had _ impressed 
upon Brady the rapid = growth and 
needs of the State. He instanced the 
Silverton route through the San Juan country 
and Leadville. In this town several years ago he 
had found it impossible to walk down the street. 
The mail comprised 120 letters. There were 40,000 
or 50.000 people there now. There was Fort 
Collins: he was there when six houses 
composed the town. When he was there the 
other day he could hardly fina his way through 
the town. 

“TI object,” said Merrick. “Is that competent, 
your honor, he is saying that he told Brady that, 
when it only happened the other day?”

Lieut. Harber’s Report. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., March 7.—Under date of 
Irkutsk, Siberia, December 8, 1882, Lieut. Harber 
writes the Secretary of the Navy, giving a detailed 
report of the operations of his party in their 
search for the missing people of the Jeannette. 


At midnight, June 23, they left Irkutsk for Lena 
Delta. Arriving at Bularn, July 3, thev took in 
the stores left by Engineer Melville and 
fitted out four parties with native boats. Then 
followed the chief incidents of the search of the 
different parties; the difficnities experi- 
enced from shoal water and the impossibility o 
procuring native guides. They were frequently 
compelled to wade and drag the boats for miles. 
On the morning of August 21 they reached Ma- 
tria and visited the tomb of ieutenant’Com- 
mander De Long and companions. and put four 
heavy bolts through the standard 
and arms of the _ cross, in accordance 
with the request of engineer Melville. Thence 
the search was continued to the, Northwest, and 
on the sist they reaehed the spot where Lieut- 
Commander De Long and party were founda. A 
search was made to see if anything remained hid- 


den under the snow; nothing of any consequence, ' 


however, was found. Returning the party reached 
Bularn the 16th of September. Here the Jean- 
nette party was placed in charge of Ensign Hunt.

OBY TOO RETICENT. 


The Bulk of the Money Not Accounted For— 
Queer Developments. 


The deposition of Oby E. Owen in the suits of 
the Third National Bank against his sureties as 
receiving teller, was resumed this morcing at the 
office of Overall & Judson. The testimony 
elicited thus far has been eminently unsatifactory 
to the bondsmen, who are anxious totrace 1D 
detail the several items of the long- 
extended defalcation and to develop the ehannels 


through which the money drifted. The extent of 
Owen’s defalcation was reported by the bank offi- 
cials at $209,000. Of that amount the teiler’s testi- 
mony, given at his request with closed doors, has 
only as yet developed the comparatively small 
6um of $28,009. He has not shown where the bal- 
ance went, and his evidence is self-contradictory 
on many material points. There was great 
anxiety manifested by some of the counsel repre- 
senting Owen’s bondsinen then the question of 
proceeding with reporters present was discussed, 
and they strongly indorsed the prisoner’s request 
for secrecy. It appears that there was good rea- 
son for having the testimony suppressed. As the 
evidence progresses’ the negligence of 
the bank officials is made~the more 
apparent. Owen has testified that when he was 
receiving teller W. C. Douglass, the paying teller, 
was jointly engaged with him in option deals, and 
that the latter attended to the books of the -bank 
for the former during bis absence, Owen testifies, 
however. that not more than $20,000 of the stolen 
money went in option deals direct, and that 
the balance of the .defalcation was lost in the 
butter and cheese business of Owen & Co., con- 
ducted by Owen’s father. Upon examination of 


the balance sheets of Owen & Co., however, 
counsel discovered but $8,000 of credits 
to Oby Owen for live or Six 
years past. Questioned as to this, 


Owen, under pressure, admitted this morning that 
several thousand dollars had passed through the 
hands of the book-keeper of Owen & Co, 
Mr. C. W. Block, a sen of one of the teller’s bonds- 
men. Owen testified that Block had deceived him, 
It had been his custom as teller to take care of 
Block's “kiting paper.” The testimony will be re- 
sumed to-morrow morning, when further effort 
will be made to discover where the bulk of the 
stolen money went and through whose hands, At 
present there is only a glimmer of light on the. 
subject. 


VIA BAKER AVENUE. 


The Missouri. Railroad Company to Con- 
struct their Line to Forest Park. 


The House of Delegates last night held the 
longest session in its history, it being 3:20 o'clock 
this morning before it adjourned, 
the only other n.ght session 
lasting anything likeas long having taken place 
on the 2d of June. 1882, when the members were 
kept at their places until 3 o’clock the next 
morning. The business which kept the House 


at work last night was the consideration of the 
bill authorizing the Missouri Railroad Company 
to extend its tracks to Forest Park. The bill as 
originally introduced contemplated the laying 
of tracks on McPherson avenue, but the com- 
pany insisted upon Kaker avenue as the line of 
route. At the hour of adjournment the company 
came off victorious, and the Baker Avenue 
Line was accepted by the delegates. The 
route as fixed by the billis as follows: From the 
intersection of Olive street and Grand avenue, 
thence west on Olive street to Vandeventer 
avenue; thence south on Vandeventer 
avenue to Baker avenue; thence 
west on Baker avenue to Kings Highway; thence 
south on Kings Highway to Forest Park. The 
Company are required to make trips to the Park 
at least once in every fifteen minutes, 
between the hours of 6 o’clock a. m. and 8 
o'clock p. m.. and at intervais of not more 
than thirty minutes from8 p. m., until 12 o’clock 
midnight. The company can charge only one fare 


from Fourth and Olive street to the park. 
The extension tracks are required to 
be constructed and cars operated 


therein within one year from the approval of the 
ordinance. The company are also required to pay 
into the City Saige | the sum of $3,000 in con-

An Epistle to Governor Crittenden=-Defense 
of the Pending Police Bill by the Board. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch.

tions: . 
While doing so we do not think it more than just 


_ to ourselves tu point out the circumstance that 


we huve no interest other than that of citizens in 
the passage of Senate bill No. 79, as its_provis- 
ions oust the present board from office. e Can- 
not, however, in view of the strictures on this 
budy suggested rather than expressed in Mr. 
Parker’s communication, refrain from making 
the easy reply which the facts suggest. 

This body is a State board and its members are 
State officers, although by the provisions of the 
State laws its expenses are mide payable by the 
city of St. Louis, an exercise of ber power, which, 
as your exceliency well knows, has always been 
sustained by the courts, and while it coustitutes, 
it seetus a principal objection to Senate bill No. 
7¥, is, vevertheiess a main feature of the law now 
in foree. 

THE BOARD ARE EMPOWERED 

by second revised statutes, 1879. Sec. 15, p. 1532: 
“To estimate and certily at the beginning of the 
fiscal year, what sum Of money will be necessary 
for each current fiscal year to enable them to dis- 
charge the duties imposed upon them, and to cer- 
tify the same to the municipal assembly of the 
city ol St. Louis, who are thereupon required in 
the first appropriation ordinance of the fiscal 
year, to sel apart and appropriate the amount so 
certified, Payable out of the net annual revenue of 
Lhe city, St. Louis, after having first deducted the 
aMmuunl necessary to pay certain specific Charges 
upon the city, to-wit—The interest upon its in- 
debtedness, the expenses of the City Hospital and 
the Heaith Department, the amount necessary tor 
lighting “the cily with gas, and $10,000 required by 
lawtobe placed lo thecredft of the sink- 
lupe fund.” 

‘he law then provides that up to the amount so 
ceitified the requisition of the Board upon the 
City shalibe henored by the Comptroller, with a 
provisy, however, Which of itSelt, demonstrates to 
a painful aegree the inefficiency of the present po- 
lice law and the necessity for its amendment or 
reViSion, viz: That the same shall net exceed in 
4Y Year the amovn’ appropriated by the City ot 
St. Louis for maintaning the police of that city 
d'Ting the year one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty, thus limiting the present by the necessities 
of the same city twenty-three years ago when its 

wpulation and police force were so much sinaller 
tian at present. 

UNDER THE PRESENT LAW 

the power of the State over the city of St. Louis 
for State police purposes may be practically nuili- 
fied by the refusal of the Municipal Assembly to 
appropriate more forits Maintenance than what 
was barely sufficient a quarter of a century ago. 

It is a fact that “the Pig. sag A in the sense 
intended in your message “has refused adequate 
sums of fhoney to pay the police force of the city 
of St. Louis,” as the wy tape renee pw the amount 
of which were fixed at his suggestion, have never 
reached the amount estimated by the Board. 
This general statement, which may be verified by 
inquiry. is pyrticularly illustrated by the last few 

ears. The amount certified to by the board for 
he fiseal year ending April, 1881, Is $517,000; the 
amount appropriated tor that year was only $490,- 
000. The amount certitied tor the fiscal year end 
ing April, 1882, was £500,000. for which only $475,- 
000 was appropriated. The same amount certified 
for the fiscal year ending April, 1883, was $535,388, 
for which ely $500,000 was appropriated. — 

This estimate was by the preceding hoard, of 
which Mr. Cupples was vice-president. 

It may be presumed conclusively, therefore, to 
be a fair and candid estimate of the actual neces- 
sities for the year named, Thirty-five thousand 
dollars was deducted from this amount, however, 
and out of this reduced amount $2,090 of the pre- 
ceding board remaining unpaid were to be met, 
and, in addition, the exigeneies vf the preceding 
board, which had beeu cramped in a similar man- 
ner, threw upon our hands the neeessary expendi- 
tures in continuing the patrol system eun by 
our predecessors and in carrying out their con- 
tracts already made, about $8,000, in excess of the 
amount computed by them, which should be 
counted practically as a deficiency for the pre- 
ceduig year. . 

sO FAR FROM CONSUMING THE AMOUNT 

of money estimated by the preceding board for 
the fiscal year ending April. 1883, we will, by the 
end of this year, have expended only $10,000 above 
the appropriation, thus falling $26,000 short of the 
estimate of the year, and in addition to have paid 
a debt of $10,000 of the preeeding board. As the 
appropriation jor the fiscal year was only $500,000 
it is necessary that che Municipal Assembly 
should make a further appropriation equal to the 
expenditures and expenses for the year. 

That Uve failure to make due approprtations has 
cramped the Commissioners, prevented numerous 
expedient, and er ye conga 4 steps from being taken, 
seriously crippled the efficiency of the force and in 
caaberten ways contributed to decreasing its use- 
fulness and the security of the lives and property, 
1s unquestionably true, as well as that the long 

“delay, not to say refusal of the Municipal 
Couneil, to pass the additional appropriation 
necessary to pay the salaries of the force has had 
and is having at this moment the most deleterious 
effects. But for previous dropping of a consider- 
able pumber of men who could ill be spared from 
the surveillance and defense of the city. ten 
thousana dollars would not now make both ends 


meet for the current fiscal year. It is 
matier of congratulation, moreover that 
while the Municipal Assembly = cannot 
plead the extrivagance of the board as an 


excuse for not supplying them with the necessary 
means, neither can the urge the pore of the 
city’s exchequer, 2s the last annual report of the 
Auditor of the City of St. Louis discloses that the 
total revenue for the fiscal year ending April 10, 
1882. exceeded by « million dollars the total of ex- 
penditures quoted by Mr. Parker.

The Governor's Nominations--Taxing Cor- 
porations--Gossip and Political News.

SPRINGFIELD. March 7.—The Senate Railroad 
Committee meets to-day to act on the recent nom-

FIRE-PROOF BALLET GIRLS. 


A New Invention to Protect Stage Scenery, 

Costumes, Etc., From Fire. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
Cuicaaco, March 7.—The Committee on Thea- 
ters aud Public Halls of the Citizens’ Association 
met at the rooms of the association to test a new 
process of rendering fabrics of wood, cotton, 
wool, ete.. fire-proof. The experimenis were 
given by a couple of gentlemen from Munich who 
explained through an interpreter the methods em- 
ployed in applying the solution, and answered 
many questions to theapparent satisfaction of the 
committee. Pieces of gauze, woolen,icotton-bat- 
ting, splinters of wood and other articles were 


bonized, but in no case was any flame produced. 


To the various questions asked it was 
answered that a. liquid, which was 
a chemical solution of salts, would 


not injure in the least the gloss, color or warp of 
any fabric, however delicate; that it was only 
necessary to dip the article init in the last pro- 
cess of starching or rinsing each time it was 
cleansed; that a ballet-girl with her clothes i- 
regnated with this solution could dance in fire. 
he committee expressed entire satisfaction with 
the tests made, and took into consideration the 
propriety of recommending its adoption at all 
theaters. Horace McVicker invited this commit- 
tee to witness a practical test on a larger scale, to 
be made at Haverly’s Theater next Thursday 
morning. Heintendsto have the scenery, cos 
tumes, curtains and woodwork of the stage and 
the wooden material of the auditorium saturated 
with the sulution and subinit them to a test which 
will at once decide the merits of the invention. 


AN AGNOSTIC’S BURIAL. 


The Strange Obsequies Over the Remains o 
a Journalist. és

GoWANDA, N. Y.. March 7.—The death and 
burial of F. G. Stebbins, for twenty years editor of 
the Cuba (N. Y.) Patriot, caused a sensation in 
Western New York.

He was a mem- 
ber of Lodge No. 573, Knights of Honor, and 
asked that the ceremony should be conduct- 
ed by that chapter. He desiredthe Knights, 
in following his remains to the grave. to sing 
“MARCHING THROUGH GEORGIA,” 
repeating the song when the earth fell on his 
coffin. On leaving the cemetery they were to 
sing “Good-by. my _ lover.” Twenty-eight 
Knights in full regalia attended the funeral. 
‘They sang the songs requested both in going and 
coming. he nourners did not seem to mind the 
strangeness of the obsequies. The scene at the 
rrave when the earth clattered on the box was 
mpressive. As the last words died away the cor- 
tege retired, and when outside the cemetery the 
sentimental meloay was taken up and sung.

THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 


The Three Routes and the Estimated Cost.— 
The Project Explained. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 7.—Major N. H. H. Benyard, 
Corps of Engineers U. 8S. A., in charge of the 
Hennepin Canal survey, was ' interviewed this 
morning at his office. 

“How much did the estimates of the last survey 
exceed those made some years ago?” asked the 
reporter, 

“The only route surveyed heretofore,” he said, 


“was the Watertown route. The estimates made 
by Hudnut in 1866 called for acanal with locks 


150 feet long by twenty-one feet wide, to cost 
$4,500,000. ‘Lhe survey made by Col, McComb in 


1870-'71 was for alarge or ship canal, with locks 


350 feet long, seventy-five feet wide and a width 
on the water surface of seventy-five feet, the es- 
timated cost of which was $2,479,000. He also 
also made an estimate for a 
smaller canal to cost $3.900,0u0.” 

What were the estimates made by yourself for 
the three routes?” 

‘Here ts a telegram giving in a condensed form 
the preliminary report: The Marais a’Osier route 
has the preference in the estimate. Its length as 
given is sixty-five miles, with thirty-one locks. 
The estimatea cost of the construction of the 
canal by this route, with feeders, 1s put at $5.811,- 
267 50. This ineludes the right of way. The cost 
of mainten nee and ordinary repairs annually is 

ut at $88,600. The required dredges will cost 

36,000. The second route proposed is that known 
as the Watertown route, with a length of sixty- 
five niles and thirty-two locks. The estimated 
cost of construction of canal and feeder, inciud- 
ing right of way, is $7.207,646 88. The estimated 
annual cost of maintenance and ordinary repairs 
is put at $91,245. The dredges are estimated at 
the same amount as in the other case, he Rock 
Island route is put down as necessitating a canal 
seventy-five miles in length with thirty-five locks. 
The estimated cost of construction of the canal by 
this route, including the feeder and right of way, 
is placed at $6,672 890 67. The estimated cost of 
maintenance angually with ordinary repairs is 
= at $94,820. There is $6,000 allowed for dredges.

“Did the inerease in estimates have any effect 
in postponing action on the bill in the last Con- 
gress?” 

“At had nothing to do with it at all,” he replied. 
“Congress has yet to accept the Illinois and Michi- 
gan Canal, which is part of the system. This very 
important step has not yet been made. The bill 
ceding the canal passed the Legislature andwas rat- 
ified at the last general election by a large majer- 
itv. The Government at that time had five years in 
which to accent the gift. This was done with the 
idea that the Government would take charge of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal, and enlarge it 
to whatever capacity mor J be determined upon,” 
~ ‘Is there any such feeling among the champions 
of the different routes as to jeopardize the suc- 
cess of the measure?” 

“TI have never talked with any champions of 
either route, unless the Rock Island people can 
be called such. I never saw aman who favored 
the Meredosia route. Personally I don’t care 
which route is seleeted. All will be submitted.” 

“What sort of a canal is contemplated by your 
survey?” 

“The canal and feeder are to be 80 feet on the 
water-line and 7 feet deep. The locks are 170 feet 
long and 30 feet wide. That will accommodate 
the large barges running on the Upper Missis- 
sippi. Understand, this is not a ship canal and 
will not accommodate steamers. The motive 
power will be such as used at present on the LIili- 
nois and Michigan Canal.”’ 

“What do you think the future action of Con- 
gress wilf be?” . 

“Thatis not forme to say. The estimates and 
recommendations will have to go in the river and 
harbor bill.”

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A ROLL OF GREENBACKS. 


Inquiry Started by an Article in the 
“Annals lhe War.” 
From the Atlanta Constitution. 


War has its horrors—but no less its amen- 
ities, as the following curious story will 
show: A short time ago Colonel B. F: Saw- 
Y r wrote an article for the Pliladelphia~ 
Weekly Times describing the battle of 
Shiloh. The articte was copied extensively 
throughout the country. Among other 

pers it found its way into the St. Louls 

lobe-Democrat. ‘Then Colonel Sawyer re- 
ceived a letter from David Baker, of Atchi- 
son, Katisas. Mr. Baker, who was first 
lieutenant in Company G. Eighth Kansas In- 
fantry, Wrote: “Seein an afticie in 
the St. Louis Glebe-Democrat, written 
by you for the Philadelphia Weekly 
Times, giving an account of some of 
your army experience, I take the liberty to 
ask if you were Colone} of the Twenty-forrth 
Alabaina, aud tf you were present and todk 
part in the battie of Chickamauga, Ga.? 
And, if so, you doubtless recoliect on Satur- 
day nigit, the 19th, after the close of the 
ligating for the night, that,as you were pass- 
ing over the battlefield, you came up me 
as I Jay severely wounded; in conversation 
with me, I told you I had some money, which 
I gave you, you saying that you would take 
it and keep itand return it at some future 
time, | being afraid that some irresponsible 
parties might take itfromme. You gave me 
your name and address, with the asstrance 
that you would return it to me again. Froth 
the effect of the wound I wear an artificial 
leg. Tne amount I gave you was$lll.” 

Colonel Sawyer was surprised, of coursé,. 
He at once wrote to Mr, Baker: “I remem- 
ber the incident well. I found you lying 
badly wounded in the leg. You told me your 
name was David Baker, first sergeant Vom- 
pany B, First Kansas Regiment (or at least 
this is the rank 1 made on the memorandum), 
and that you had some money you wished 
ine to take charge of and send to your wife, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Baker, Lafayette, Indiana, 
she a there at the time with her 
father. ou had one hundred and seventeen 
doliars, I think, in greeubacks. I reluetant- 
ly took the money, and, wrapping it in a leaf 
torn from a note book, I wrote on it: ‘This 
is the property of Sergeant David Baker, 
Company b, First Kansas, to be sent to his 
wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Baker, Lafayette, Indi- 
ana.’ I wrote by the dim and uncertain light 
of themoon. I was tlius particular to write, 
as 1 then explained, that in the event of be- 
ing killed or captured’ the next day, there 
could be no duubt as to the money found up- 
on my person.” 

Colonel Sawyer’s letter added that the 
money Was sent by him toarmy headquatr- 
ters with the request that it be forwarded to 
General Rosecrans under a flag of truce. 
Colonel Sawyer, having written to Mr. Bak- 
er, then wrote to General Walker, at Charies- 
ton, S.C., to trace the money if possibie. 
Generai Walker has been in correspondeave 
with the brigade commander, General Mani- 
gault, of Columbia, about it, and a general 
search for the money is going on. 

A curious episode of the war the whole 
story makes. After twenty years a charice 
publication brings together once more the 
two soidiers, who, fighting under opposing 
flags, met on a battletieid and parted alter a 
hurried clasp of the hand and a Whispered 
word of sympathy.

| AFTER FIVE YEARS. 


A Man Taken Back From Califor- 
nia to Ohio to Answer 
for Murder.

A Monte Man’s Desperate Deeds and Flight 
From Justice--His Arrest at Last. 


This morning Detective John T. Norris, of the 
Columbus, Hocking Valley and Toledo Kailroad 
arrived at the Union Depot on his way home, hay- 
ingin charge Lou Houc k alias Doc Davis, who 
goes back to Ohio to anwser for a 
murder committed five years ago. The 
prisoner was’ arrested a few days ago 
at Los Angeles, Cal., after a chase extending over 
the above mentioned period of time. Mr. Norris 
is one of the oldest detectives in the country and 
has figured ina number of exploits which have 
given him a wide reputation in police circles. The 
capture, Which has a number of interesting de- 
tails connected with it, will not 
detract any from the copper’s reputation. 


The crime for which Houck is going back to Dela- 
ware county, Ohio, to stand trial was committed 
in 1878. On January 31, 1878, four men occupied a 
smoking car of a train on the Columbus, Hocking 
Valley and Toledo road which was approaching 
Delaware, Delaware county, Ohio. 
Houck, a man named Houghton, who was a whis- 
ky-drummer, and Paul Lohman were playing 
cards in one of the seats. The fourth man looked 
on. Houghton was apparently playing into Houck’s 
hand and Lohman was the victim of the pair. Af- 
ter losing heavily Lohman arose and accused the 
others of sharp practice, a charge that was hotly 
denied by the defendants, and du ing the dis- 
cussion Houck drew a revolver and shot Lohman 
who died on board the train a short time 
afterwards. Houghton was 
ARRESTED BY THE PASSENGERS 
and held until the arrival of the train at the sta- 
tion. Honck leveiled his weapon betcre. him and 
made his way to tlre car door. Reaching the 
platform he jumped to the ground, although the 
train Was gowg at a high rate of speed. 
Before the train men discovered 
the tragedy, which occurred in__ ihe 
the forward portion of the train, and signalled the 
engineer, Houck bad gaiued iis feet and made his 
Way across the adjacent farm. Houghton was 
tried as an accessory to the murder and sen- 
tenced to two years in the Columbus peniteniiary, 
recovering his freedom in 1881. The hunt. for 
Houck was instituted by the railroad company and 
Was uusuccessful until afew days ago, Wiien he 
Was arrested at Los Angeles, California. The ca- 
reer vi Houck subsequent to the murder was a 
varied ove, He made his way to Washington, D. 
C., and while there managed to make his living by 
his wits, which have served him weli. He was an 
adept at card-playing, and waile m Washington 
conununicated with his tather and wile, Wiivo inet 
Lim at the National Capital, the latte: accompany- 
him in bis long tligh, trom justice. From Wasu- 
ingto: he went to Richmoud aud Norfolk, Va., 
setuing sail from the latter point ior Key West, 
Fla., and fron: there to Havana, Cuba.

A THIEVES’ DEPOT. 


The Headquarters of Chicago Crooks Raid. 
ed by the Police. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CuHicaGco, March 7.—The Hyde Park Police did 
a good piece of work yesterday in unearthing a 
regular gang of thieves. For along time the rail- 
road companies and manufacturers have been 
greatly annoyed by the amount of property which 
has been stolen from freight cars and tool-houses 
at South Chicago. Almost every night cars on 
the various roads were found to have been broken 
into and merchandise stolen therefrom. The 
amount of property taken mounted up into the 
hundreds of dollars.
